RESPONSIBILITY

All too often the careless or 
inconsiderate driver’ is 
either involved in, — ot 
causes.an necident which 
could easily haye...been 
avolded had the driver 
adhored to the code of the 
rond and this also involves 
moral responsibility ap- 
plicnble to road users ond 
pedestrians alike. 


That the rising casualty sate 
must be reduced is obvious, 
but how to do Ho . poses 
other questions which re- 
quire solution. On — the 
surface there appenrs to be 
a tneck of tratiic police 
patrolling the highways 
and this is a problem for 
the Police Commissioner to 
settle in conjunction, with 
the Finance Committee as 
it probably jnvolyes an ine 
crease in establishment. 


The imposition of heavy. 
penalties us a deterrent ts 
questionable as an overall 
solution, The doubtful part 
is that while a heavy fine 
or sentence, or both may 
cause that — particular 
offender to mend his ways, 
the findings of the  cotrt 
lack the required publicity 
and therefore the effect on 
the general motoring public 
ix lost.

Consumers are expected to 
bhell out o record 278 billion 
this year for goods and services, 
That's on increase of almost 12 
billion aver 1956—itself o record 
yeor, A big part of the 
tnerease represents stepped up 
spending for services such ns 
travel, medical care and hair-+ 
cuts, 

Some economists point out 
that much of the Inflation which 
has taken place in the cost of 
living can be traced to ine 
creased = costs of services, in- 
cluding medical care, vacations 
ang unsportation, Despite in- 
flatlon, . these observers insist 
that the average consumer is 
better off than ever before. 

Consumer disposable income 
—personal income after taxes— 
is expected to hit a new peak ot 
around J0O billion in 1057. 
‘This, mony think, augurs well 
for a enntinucd high levet of 
consumer .spending. Because 
Americungy are. spending more 
than. ever before for basic 
necessities, and luxuries, 
personal savings are running a 
bit_below 1086.

Economists are now watching 
the auto Industry for a sign of 
what's ahead for the economy.
